The Board of Governors of the Overseas Press Club of America, at a special meeting held 
on January 8, passed the following resolution: 


"WHEREAS, the national emergency of our country has resulted in the assign- 
ment to overseas service of many Members of the Overseas Press Club within 
the Greater New York area who would normally be in a position to attend 
membership meetings; and, 


"WHEREAS, under existing circumstances it is practically impossible to obtain 
the 15 percent attendance in person of Members qualified to vote, who under 
the terms of our present Constitution are essential to establish a quorum; 
therefore, 


"BE IT RESOLVED, that the Board of Governors, which by the terms of the 
Constitution is authorized to interpret its provisions, hereby rules that 
a quorum shall be regarded as existent at a membership meeting if the 
necessary number of Members qualified to vote shall be present either in 
person or by the designation of a proxy in writing." 


This resolution was adopted on recommendation of counsel to make sure that the meeting 
called for Monday, January 29, to discuss and adopt a new Constitution shall be legal in 
every respect. 


I have been asked to emphasize that proxy voting is not to become a regular practice, 
but should be used this one time only in view of the circumstances outlined in the 
resolution. 


The Board of Governors decided to suggest that Active Members unable to attend the 
meeting should preferably designate an Officer or a Member of the Board as proxy, Other- 
wise, someone might be designated who would not be present. 


On Page 2 of The Bulletin you will find the names of all Officers and Board Members. 
Let me point out, however, that at this writing, it is doubtful whether Board Member HAL 
BOYLE will be able to attend the meeting.

EUROPE WILL FIGHT IF ARMED, Western Europe -~ if it is armed and has full support of its 
HENRY CASSIDY, NBC NEWSMAN, allies, plus hope -- can and will fight in the event of Red ® 
TELLS OVERSEAS PRESS CLUB invasion, HENRY CASSIDY told more than 60 OPC Members and guests 

at Toots Shorts Restaurant last week. The newly-appointed direc- 
tor of news, radioand special events for NBC, a veteran European reporter, added that without 
these necessary ingredients, Europe cannot and will not fight. 

CASSIDY, who obtained the famed letter interviews with Marshal Stalin while AP corres= 
pondent in Moscow, declared that Russia's greatest deterrent to waging war -- other than the 
A-bomb ~- is the threat of internal: revolution. 

Discussing France, where he was most recently stationed, CASSIDY said that Paris fears 
occupation more than bombing. Likewise, France is still in the process of reconverting to 
peace. Prices in Paris, for instance, are currently 20 times their pre-war level, while wages 
are only 12 times as hight Within a year, however; CASSIDY said, France will boast 10 divisions, 
9 equipped by the U.S., and that -- in three years' time -- the Beier will be ready to fight, 
Most constructive possibility, as CASSIDY saw it, was that of a period of peaceful competition 
between East and West. Still, although industrial production for all of Europe participating 
in the Marshall Plan is now up to one-half again as much as before, maladjustments in economy 
are far from solved.

300 who attended a farewell lunch at Toots Shor's last Thursday. 

Asking her listeners--most of them foreign correspondents and publishers-- 

for help in interpreting American foreign policy and conditions overseas to U.S. 

citizens, Mrs. LUCE declared: 

"There is no more potent group in the world today... Your knowledge of the world, 
your compassion for the peoples of many nations, your insight into the problems of United 
States abroad, are greater and wider than those of any other group. You are the onshore arm 
of America's offshore foreign policy. There is a groundswell in the U.S. today for a more 
liberal policy abroad. If you can keep that groundswell rolling there may be a chance that 
we can save the world far sooner than we hoped, and at less cost than expected.” 

Mrs. LUCE, whose credentials will not be presented to the Italian government until after 
elections, was restrained in her comments about Italy since “nobody likes kibitzing." But she 
stressed her belief that the forthcoming elections in Italy will vitally effect the future of 
the world in our time, since "the course that Italy takes in the months ahead will be the 
course that will be followed by all of Europe." She described the State Department's school 
for diplomats as an intensive 8-week, all-day "briefing" of the Ambassador-elect by crews and 
relays of experts, who crammed her full of all facts, figures, industries, charts, maps, pro- 
tocols, treaties, history, mores, political and economic personalities. "To reassure you,” 
she added, “some of it, inescapably, always sticks!" Presented with gold membership card by 
President WILLIAM P. GRAY, Mrs. LUCE said she would use it as her name-plate on Embassy door.
